1UM WILT HITS COTTON 
FOLLOWING RECENT COOL WEATHER 


By Alan G. George 
Farm Advisor 


VISALIA — The soil fungus, 
Verticillium wilt, has severely hit 
many cotton fields in Tulare 
county following the recent cool 
weather. 

The sudden defoliation of 
individual plants, areas of fields, 
and even whole fields caused by 
this disease can have 
considerable affect on yield 
potential in what appeared to be 
a promising crop. 

Wilt was found in many 
cotton fields in late May and 
early June as has been the case 
in previous years. However, the 
degree of infection did not 
increase appreciably during 
June, July, and early August 
because of the high temperatures 
and favorable growing 
conditions. This soil organism is 
almost inacfive at_ soil 
temperatures of about 80° F or 
more. 

When temperatures favor the 
crop, development of the 
buildup of wilt is generally at a 
minimum. However, during the 
past few weeks the combination 
of below normal temperatures 
and the application of irrigation 
water has favored the 
development of this disease 
Organism. Cool nighttime 


temperatures appear to be the 


biggest factor in a rapid buildup 
of the disease. 

Some fields of the Acala SJ-1 
cotton in Tulare county have 
appeared to have collapsed in a 
matter of a few days. This is not 
uncommon with the defoliating 
strain of the Verticillium 
Organism we have in 
combination with the boll load 
present at this time of year and 
the need of additional tolerance 
in the present variety when such 
a temperature drop occurs. 

Although the production 
effect of the disease won’t be 
known until harvest, the present 
wilt buildup will put severe 
disease pressure on some of the 

cotton variety evaluations 
underway in Tulare County by 
University of California, United 
States Department of 
Agriculture researchers, and 
growers participating in a special 
variety evaluation. program. 

In addition, it will give more 
data on the benefits of 
narrow-row cotton in 
comparative tests being 
conducted by University of 
California personnel and Tulare 
county growers. 

Although the outlook for the 
1972 cotton crop in Tulare 
county is better than the average 
yield of 596 pounds of lint per 
acre in 1971, disease continues 
to hurt cotton production —

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ENDANGERED SNAKE IS BRED IN CAPTIVITY 


ae SACRAMENTO — The 
- world’s only known endangered 
snake has been successfully bred 
in captivity in a project 
sponsored by the California 
Department of Fish and Game. 

Twenty-eight young were 
born to a female San Francisco 
garter snake at the DFG field 
= in Sacramento August 


Five of the young were 
stillborn and another 
subsequently died. The. others 
were reported doing well. 

Plans are to release about half 
of the young late this month 
onto the snake’s range along the 
San Francisco peninsula. At this 
time the young will have reached 
about seven inches in length. _ 


The balance of the group will 
be released sometime later when 
they reach lengths of 
approximately 14 inches. 

The San Francisco garter 
snake is a fully protected species 
and cannot be taken or 
possessed without express 
written permission from the 
department.

Surplus Diversion Plan Established 
For Producers Of Eggs In Califomia 


SACRAMENTO — The first 
industry-wide surplus pool plan 
for eggs, aimed at improving the 
economic situation of California 
egg producers, has been 
approved by the California 
department of agriculture. 

The surplus pool plan will 
allow producers to divert into 
other market channels 10 
percent of the eggs produced for 
market in California. It is part of 
the California Egg program, a 
State marketing order made 
effective on July 12, 1972. 

The Egg Advisory Board 
recommended the surplus plan 
to Director of Agriculture C.B. 
Christensen, who explained that 
overproduction of eggs has been 
the major factor contributing to 
the low prices of eggs to 
producers. 

“The average price has been 
below the cost of production for 
most California egg producers,” 
Christensen said. “By diverting 
the surplus production into 
noncompetitive markets, the 
industry will be making effective 
progress to help eliminate the 
disastrous economic conditions 
which have been plaguing 
California egg producers for 
many years.” 

Under the surplus pool plan, 
egg producers may either divert 
10 percent of any eggs marketed 
in excess of 200 cases per week 
into the surplus pool, or they 
may reduce the size of their 
flocks. 

The surplus program became 
effective September 3, and will 
continue for one year. The Egg 
Advisory board and the 
department will continually 
monitor the market situation for 
eggs under the plan, and will 
make changes as conditions 
dictate. 

Christensen noted that 
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California’s

upgrade physical facilities is to 
renovate existing buildings, 
thereby provide an additional 
30-40 years of use; and 
modernization of facilities, 
including air-conditioning of 
classrooms, will “open the door” 
for exploration of a 12-month 
school program. 

It was emphasized that the 
proposed modernization work 
“is in no way a frills program,” 
but is designed as the most 
practical way to upgrade 
classroom facilities and 
instructional equipment to 
provide the best possible 
educational opportunity to 
elementary-age students. 

It was pointed out that 
recommendation to ask for the 
override tax was made: to school 
trustees by a 47-member 
Citizen’s Master Plan Advisory 
committee, whose members, 
after a long-term study, agreed 
that school facilities should be 
upgraded. 

Two problems formerly 
existed - financing of mandatory 
replacement by 1975 of school 
buildings that did not meet 
earthquake-resistance standards 
as set by the Field act, and 
upgrading of classroom facilities 
in “sound” buildings. 

A bond issue to take care of 
both areas of need failed to 
carry by less than one percent 
last February. Subsequently, the 
State of California made loan 
funds available for replacement 
of sub-standard buildings - funds 
that have been approved for the 
Porterville Elementary district. 

With this need taken care of, 
school trustees and advisory 
committee members then 
favored a 45-cent tax override to 
take care of what they consider 
to be necessary upgrading of 
classroom facilities on a 
pay-as-you-go basis. 

If the override tax is passed, 
all nine schools in the Porterville 
Elementary district will receive 
benefits from a total project of 
something over one million 
dollars.

tax will raise 


approximately $200,000 per 
year for the five-year period of 
the tax; improvements will be 
made as this money becomes 
available, with renovation work 
minimum 
school 


scheduled for 
disruption of the 
program.

IMPORTING OF 
EXOTIC BIRDS 
BANNED BY USDA 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — The 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
has banned further commercial 
imports of all species of live pet 
and exotic birds, as part of a 
stepped-up drive to eradicate 
exotic Newcastle disease. 

The action was taken by 
UDSA’s Animal and Plant 
Health Inspection service to 
protect the nation’s $5 billion 
poultry industry from further 
introduction of the disease into 
the U.S. 

A commercial shipment of 
imported exotic. birds into 
southern California late last year 
is considered by scientists to be 
the source of infection which 
has resulted in the destruction or 
death of some 3.9 million 
poultry and other birds. 

USDA officials emphasized 
that consumers cannot catch 
exotic Newcastle disease by 
eating poultry or eggs. However, 
if the disease is not eradicated, a 
shortage of eggs, broilers, and 
turkeys could result, which 
would drastically increase their 
cost to the consumer - in 
addition to the severe losses that 
would be suffered by the 
nation’s poultrymen, USDA 
officials state.
